WASHINGTON - U.N.

Defense Secretary William 
Cohen announced Sunday that 
S00 more reservists had been 
called up to facilitate operations 
in the Persian Gulf, where U.S. 
forces are expected to remain on 
alert for the foreseeable future to 
guard against possible treachery 
by Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein. By relying on reservists and 
rotations of active duty troops, the 
military can probably keep a large 
force in the Gulf for a long time.

A five-time recipient of the 
Flying Cross, Kempton has 
known the thrill of supersonic 
speed. He knows the tragedy of 
losing a third of his squadron dur- 
ing the Vietnam War. He knows 
the bitterness of fighting with 
neither a dear mission nor the 
hearts of people back home. 

As a Pentagon employee and 
physics professor, he also spent . 4 
many years working among high-' 
ly charged officials striving. to 
advance their academic, military 
and government careers. 

Kempton, 59, has found new 
challenges keep him busy. This 
year, the Republican representa- 
tive from Albion is a pivotal fig- 
ure in two controversial issues at 
the Legislature. One has been 
routinely opposed by well-funded 
interests for years; while the 
other has generated more dtizen 
reaction ’than all three nnti-abor- 
tion bills being debated this year. 

Because of his background, 
friends soy it’s easy to see why 
Kcmpron would take on the 
toughest tasks.

Soon after, Jennifer Bilger had 
a miscarriage. 

When he learned the too may 
have been to blame, “I was horri- 
fied,” said Bilger, a New York sci- 
ence editor who contends supple- 
ments don’t come with proper 
warnings. “There are a lot of very 
potent herbs out there. You go 
into a food co-op, and you don’t 
know what you’re getting." 

An Associated Press analysis of 
Food and Drug Administration 
records suggests Bilgeris experi- 
ence is nor uncommon: The 
agency has logged more than 
2,500 reports of side effects and 
79 deaths associated with dietary 
supplements. 

About 900 of the illnesses and 
44 deaths involved people taking 
herbal products that conraln 
ephedrine-like stimulants. Other 
possible culprits range from “diet 
teas” to hormones like DHEA 
and even high-dose vitamins. 

Millions of Americans take 
dietary supplements, particularly 
the herbs thot arc the fastest- 
growing segment. They spent 
$32 billion last year. 

Supplements promise they’ll 
slow aging, improve memory, 


dean kidneys, protect the heart, 
even prevent cancer. 

There is evidence that certain 
herbs, vitamins and minerals do 
. help. -Eollc.acid. prey cptK-binli'. 
defects. Cal aum wards off osteo- / 
porosis. Many scientists agree 
that garlic may hdp lower choles^ 
terol, ginger calms nausea, and 
valerian is a mild sleep aid. The 
National Institutes of Health is 
studying whether St John’s wort __ 
is an anti -depressant. 

But scores of other products 
jiave sparse, if any, data to sup- 
port claims that even some in the 
industry call exaggerated. The 
pills, tonics and teas sell with lit- 
tle to guide consumers about 
what actually, works or potential 
side effects. 

“You almost have to be a 
detective," said Mary Elloir 
Camire, food sdences chief at the 
University of Maine, who studies 
natural remedies. 

Most such products do not raise 
safety -concerns, said Elizabeth 
Yetley, FDA’s chief of special 
nutritionals, but the agency has 
listed 16 supplements as risky. 

“You’re self-medicating," notes 
Mark Blumenthal of the nonprof- 
it American Botanical Council. 
“People should lcam how to use 
these products properly.” 

The boom in dietary supple- 
ments dates to 1994, when , 
Congress shielded them from 
most government oversight. They 
sell without prior certification or 
purity inspections.

City fears Mardi Gras becomes a parody staged for tourists

NEW ORLEANS — More than 
just a fling before the austere 
religious festival of Lent, Mardi 
Gras has become a happening, 
tlye dazzling celebration that 
helped save this dry when the ail 
ran out and the economy ran 
down. 

Now a lot of people fear the 
“event hasnurourof control and 
become o caricature. 

“Nationwide, the image is that 
of a drunken orgy," said Arthur 
Hardy, who publishes a popular 
Mardi Gras guide. “There are at 
least four companies marketing 
nude Mardi Gras videos nation- 
ally. There are the television 
shows that feature women show- 
ing breasts and men showing 
themselves." 

Carnival, which began Jan. 6 
and ends this week with Mardi 
Gras, or Fat Tuesday, has always 
been a mixture of high society and 
street scene. The dry’s bluebloods 


staged grand balls while the gay 
community held drag contests. 

. Families held reunions along 
parade routes while college kids 
’ partied in the French Quarter. 

After Louisiana's oil-fired econ- 
omy fizzled in the mid-1980s, the 
tity was hungry to boost tourism 
even when it infringed on local 
customs and laws. Mardi Gras 
crowds have been estimated at . 
“more than 1 million people. - • 

Nudity, once a tantalizing pos- 
sibility, became commonplace, 
even along parade routes popular 
with families. 

“There was always a wild side 
to Mardi Gras," said French Quar- 
ter resident Tom Finney, 62 “But 
there was a lot more to it than 
that It was always a family event 
too. Now I don’t see that very 
much, at least not in the Quarter.” 
Carnival organizations changed 
as wclL Some of the old-time, aris- 
tocratic “krewes,” as they, are 
known, gave up their parades 
rather than sign recently required 


documents stating they did not 
discriminate in their membership. 

“Mardi Gras used to be a spe- 
cial day," said Louis Sahuc, a 
photographer and French 
Quarter resident. “We waited for 
it and enjoyed it. Now wo have it 
every day. Any convention or 
group that can afford it can stage 
a parade now. They roll all the 
time, people wander around in 
beads year-round; We’re becom- 
ing a caricature of ourselves.” 

■ Sentiment is growing to limit 
parade permits, crack down on 
underage drinking and public 
nudity, and get away from the 
anything-goes image. 

“I want my grandc h ildren to be 
able to have as much fun as I 
always had,”, said A dele Mullin, 
who still celebrates every Mardi 
Gras with her family. “It would be 
n shame if it becomes just a bunch 
of drunks taking their clothes off. 
It would be a shame if it’s just 
something wc stage for tourists 
and the residents ignore.” *

White House press secretary 
Mike McCurry would not assess 
the preliminary accounts. 
“We’ve got a lot of serious ques- 
tions," McCuny said. "It’s a very 
serious matter at a serious time, 
and we want to get some ques- 
tions answered.” 

Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright’s spokesman said she 
had a “short phone briefing” 
with Annan that was short on 
details and telephoned her coun- 
terparts in France and Great 


Bridon to compare notes. 

“She did not receive a compre- 
hensive assessment,” said State 
Department spokesman James 
P. Rubin- “And therefore we are 
not in a position to make a judg- 
ment whether the principles for 
a peaceful solution have been 
achieved." 

In any event, Rubin said, 
“whatever happcncs we will be 
looking for actions, not words," 
on whether Iraq meets the terms 
set down by tho United States 
for settling the dispute. And one 
of those conditions, he stressed, 
was unlimited access to suspect 
sites. 


'Mardi Gras shootings leave 1 dead, 5 wounded 


GALVESTON, Texas (AP) — 
Police arrested a 19-ycar-old man 
. early Sundny and accused him of 
killing one person and wounding 
four others when he shot into, a 
■ crowd of revelers alter a Mardi 
Gras parade. 

The Houston man, whose name 
'.was not released, was accused of 
‘ firing a handgun around 10 p.m. 
Saturday, just two hours after a 


Mardi Gras parade snaked 
through an estimated 100,000 
spectators. 

Oscar Manuel Nava, 19, of 
Houston, was killed, said acting 
police chief Kim Schoolcraft. 

Two 20-ycar-old men, 0 16-year- 
old girl and a 14-year-old boy — 
all from Houston — were treated 
at a hospital and remained there 
Sunday in conditions ranging 


from fair to good. 

Authorities did not speculate 
on a motive for the shooting, but 
it was believed the victims knew 
the suspect He fled the scene and 
was arrested early Sunday morn- 
ing. 

Another shooting erupted min- 
utes after the first Saturday night, 
One man was slightly injured but 
declined to press charges.

ready to keep forces in the gulf 
“os long as they’re required to 
stay there,” Maj- Mary Baldwin, 
spokeswoman for the U.S. 
Central Command at MacDill Air 
Force Base, Florida, said Sundny. 

The costs of this extraordinary 
effort are expected to be debated 
in Congress this week. 

Beyond the dollar expense, the 
continued presence of so many 
troops halfway around the world 
will limit the capabilities of U.S. 
forces to deal with other prob- 
lems elsewhere and likely dull 
the combat skills of those who are 


sitting in the desert rather than 
training. 

Much of the force — 344 air- 
craft, 22 vessels and 32,000 peo- 
ple — has been in place since 
President Clinton ordered the ini- 
tial buildup Inst November. 

Military officials and diplomats 
have credited that buildup with 
facilitating Iraq’s agreement to 
negotiate an end to the crisis. 

To keep such a large force 
7,000 miles from home the mili- 
tary >s regularly replacing ships 
and personnel in the gulf. The 
Navy, Marines and Air Force 
have limited deployments to six 


months and already one aircraft 
carrier, a Marine amphibious 
force, Air Force B-l bomber 
crews and Army troops have 
rotated home — only to be 
replaced with fresh forces. 

And off the Virginia coast right 
now, the Navy is readying its 
newest and biggest carrier, the 
USS Stennis for its maiden 
cruise. The 97,000-ton carrier and 
its 5,000 crew members depart 
this week for. the gulf, -allowing 
President Clinton, if he wants, to 
keep two carriers, tho Stennis 
and the USS Independence, off 
Iraq for five more months.

“He and I always argued over 
that," Kempton said. “Because 
he was always eloquent and I 
never was, and it is ono of the 
biggest problems I -have in the 
Legislature, spenking on the 
House floor." 

Kempton joined the Air Force 
. after hitching rides with pilots at 
Gunter Air Force Base in 
Montgomery, Ala., where his 
family moved when he was a 
teen-ager. It was there that his 
fascination with flight began. 

Before then, he was a direction- 
less kid who rode a motorcycle 
and wore a black leather jacket 

“I have a soft spot for kids who 
have trouble finding their way," 
Kempton said. 

Kempton can recall moments 
In flight that most people will 
only see re-crcnted in movies. 
One time, just to sec how fast he 
could go, he gunned his superson- 
ic jet to its maximum speed then 
shot straight upward, until he 
was 42,000 feet above earth with 
nothing above him but a deepen- 
ing. blue infinity. 

Kempton served two touts of 
duty during the Vietnam War. 
At age 27, he became the 
youngest person to be chosen for 
the Manned Orbiting Laboratory, 
a program which would have sent 
him into space. Twenty-five can- 
didates nationally made the list. 

Congress later canceled the 
program, but Kempton would 
have been disqualified anyway, 
because of a hernia. 

Kempton later taught physics 
at the U.S. Air Force Academy in 
Colorado Springs, Colo. He then 
entered a training program to 
’ prepare him for low-level mili- 
tary command. 

But his desire to fly made him 
decide to get back into the cock- 
pit. “Boys with toys I guess," 
Kempton said. “It’s on attitude, a 
way of thinking, a way of life. 
Once you become a fighter pilot 
you never get away from being a 
fighter pilot.” 

His second tour of duty in 
Vietnam contrasted starkly with 
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Vicki L. Ferrara, circulation director

the first. By that point, the war 
was motivated by fear of China 
entering the war, and protests at 
home were taking their toll The 
sentiment didn’t escape the Air 
Force. 

“A pilot was a more willing to 
risk his life to save another pilot" 
than to fight the enemy, Kemp- 
ton said. “They were saving them 
to keep them from fighting for a 
cause that no longer existed" 

Into politics 

Kempton held a number of 
jobs after the war. He trained 
fighter pilots in Florida, 
researched Iranian weapons for 
the Pentagon and helped secure 
joint military projects in Europe, 
a job which required frequent 
trips on Air Force Two. 

By 1981, while working as a 
liaison officer for the Department 
of Defense and the secretory of 
commerce, his patience with 
Washington, D.C., started to 
wane. In 1981, he bought land in 
Albion and started a ranch. 

“It was kind of a burnout peri- 
od, I really wanted to get back to 
something more simple," 
Kempton said.

plements from advertising that 
they directly treat or prevent dis- 
ease but allowed more vague 
claims of “supporting bodily func- 
tions."

The result is a gray area where 
Vitamin A, for example, can 
advertise as “essential for healthy 
vision" but not to treat eye dis- 
eases. Willow bark contains the 
same chemical as aspirin but 
doesn’t have to carry aspirin’s 
warning: “Do not give to children 
or teen-agers with flu or chicken- 
pox because they could develop 
deadly Reye’s syndrome."

A day after releasing researcher,

LOG ANDALE, Nev. ( AP) — FBI 
agents in surgical gloves removed 
boxes full <jf materials from the 
home of a researcher Sunday, a 
day after he was released from j ail 
whim tests showed he possessed a 
; harmless animal vaccine, not a 
■ biological weapon. 

More than a dozen agents 
descended on William Leavitt Jr.’s 
property in this small farming com- 
munity 50 miles northeast of Las 
Vegas. Neighbors said the agents 
had been searching the home and 
an adjacent shed since Wednesday, 
when Leavitt was arrested along 
with Larry Wayne Harris. 

Leavitt’s lawyer, Lamond Mills, 
called the search “a fishing expe- 
dition” and said he planned to 
visit the home to “see what kind 
; of shape the house is in and what 
they’ve taken.” 

“I think they’re embarrassed,

charges against Bill Leavitt,” Mills 
said.

Urban renewal group 
to hear rink presentation

TWIN FALLS - The process was supposed to 
have ended months ago, but yet another project 
could squeak onto a multi-million tax-increment 
bond that will, someday, be issued by the city’s 
Urban Renewal Agency. 

The Urban Renewnl Agency will meet today at 
noon in City Hall to hear from Twin Falls Ice, a 
private developer eager to build an ice-skating 
rink near the Depot GrilL 
Twin Falls Ice is hoping to land $255,307 in tax- 
Incrcment financing to pay for basic site 
improvements, such as relocating water and 
sewer pipes. 

The site’s increased property taxes would be 
diverted to repay the debt; tax payments to the 
Twin Falls School District would not be interrupted 
As things stand, roughly $8.72 million worth of 
projects have been approved for tax-increment 
financing by the city’s Urban Renewnl Agency. 
Adding the Twin Falls Ice project would swell 
the bond to about $8.98 million; of that sum, 
about $625,000 is to refinance existing debts. . 

The Urban Renewal Agency “finalized" the list 
of authorized projects last year and vowed not to 
add any new ones. Urban Renewal board mem- 
bers con be accommodating though, because they 
later suspended their own rules and authorized 
financing for a local beer distributor’s wholesale 
distribution center.

Allowing charter schools could; 
nip into public education || 


BOISE (AP) — If school districts 
lose money with new charter 
schools, legislators should allocate 
more money for the mainstream 
classrooms, Senate Education 
Chairman Gary Sdirocdcr says. 

His committee will conduct 
hearings Tuesday on a bill thnt 
would allow people to create a 
school with its own board and cur- 
riculum, but supported by taxpay- 
ers. 

The Idaho House approved a 
charter schools bill 61-4. 

Lawmakers do not know the 
specific impact of charter schools 
in Idaho. But supporters say the 
innovation they could bring is 
worth the economic risk. 

“This is like research and devel- 
opment,” Sen. Darrel Dcide, R- 
Caldweli, said. “It’s an experimen- 
tal program.” 

Similar bills have died in the 
past in the Senate. But this year, 
Schroeder, R-Moscow, backs the 
legislation and its chances of pas- 
sage arc considered good. 

Still, the public schools may lose 
money. 

State education dollars would 
transfer with students leaving a 
mainstream school for a charter 
school, but the district might not 
be able to alter salary, operation

F&G says elk numbers at historic 
high; other areas see low numbers 


BOISE (AP) — The Idaho 
Department of Fish and Game 
has released aerial survey results 
that indicate elk numbers are 
near a historic high on. a 
statewide basis.. 

Fish and Game officials say elk 
have expanded about 250 per- 
cent over the last 30 years, from 
about 33,000 in the 1960s to more 
than 115,000 today. In the seven 
years since the adoption of the. 
current elk management plan, 
officials say elk herds have 
increased in general huiit areas 
by 12 percent. 

Fish and Game Director Steve 
Meoley recently discussed results 
of an aerial survey of Unit 10 in 
the northern Clearwater Region ■ 
that showed a dramatic drop in 
elk numbers from a 1994 count. 
This winter’s survey showed elk 
down in Unit 10 by 48 percent 
from 1994, with a 71 percent 
decline in bulls and a 76 percent 


decrease in calves. 

But Meoley said that tho north- 
ern Clearwater elk decline is 
unique in Idaho, and that the 
area is experiencing problems 
with habitat. Elk numbors 
boomed in the years. after cata- 
strophic forest fires replaced 
timber with brush early this cen- 
tury. Trees have replaced much 
of that brush,, crowding out what 
elk eat.

High school project brings 
delight to Filer children

FILER - Toko 120 teen-agers, 
give them just one computer 
with no publishing software, and 
tell them to produce motivation- 
al books for fidgety second- 
graders. The result is a fiasco, 
right? 

Not in Filer. Last week, sopho- 
mores from Vicky Krueger’s high 
school English classes presented 
. books written and illustrated by 
themselves to students at Filer 
Elementary. 

Success .could be seen in the 
sparkling eyes of 110 second- 
. graders getting their very own, 
personalized books. Second-grade 
teacher Julie Turner said her stu- 
dents had been asking expectant- 
ly about their books for weeks. 

Second-grader Adam Wright 
thumbed through his book and 
said quietly, “This is cooil" 

Success is also seen in the 
level of participation by the 10th- 
gfoders. Krueger said even stu- 
dents who weren’t doing well in 
her class responded enthusiasti- 
cally to this assignment. 

Knowing children were count- 
ing on them made a difference, 
she said. She only had to remind 
slackers, “If you don’t do this, 
you’re going to have a seconti- 
grnder without a book.” 

Krueger and Turner first 
talked about a joint project in 
September. Turner involved 
other elementary teachers, and 
in January all Filer second- 
graders wrote letters to secret 
penpals. 

' Krueger distributed the letters 
among her English classes. She 


asked her students to consider 
each child’s interests and person- 
ality in designing the books. 

Besides a story and illustra- 
tions, each volume had to 
include at least four color pages, 
a dot-to-dot puzzle, a maze and a 
word search. Writers tailored 
their sentence length and vocab- 
ulary for 7- to 8-year-olds. 

When the time came to deliver 
the books, eight high schoolers 
made the presentations. Chadd 
Allen, Kim Branch, Chance 
Erdmann, Jennifer Fountain, 
Jackie Hughes, Erin Quinton, 
Aubrey Whimcy and Lacy Wray 
were selected for the quality of 
their books by a jury of Filer 
High School teachers. 

Using service projects as a 
forum for developing language 
and communication skills is 
hardly a new idea. What may be 
unusual in Filer is the students’ 
enthusiasm in the face of slim 
resources. ■> 

Krueger’s students did their 
work on one classroom comput- 
er, plus four library computers 
shared with the entire student 
body. 

To set their stories in type; stu- 
dents wrote by hand, took turns 
typing on the computer and then 
transferred their work to floppy 
disks for printing later in the 
library. 

Few computer graphics were 
available to help them. Most 
drew their own illustrations or 
photocopied pictures from color- 
ing books. 

Krueger is delighted with the 
books. 

“Some I just want to keep 
myself," she said.

Legislature to set major budgets 


BOISE (AP) — It will be a bil- 
Iion-dollor seventh week in the 
1998 Idaho Legislature. 

The Joint Finance- 
Appropriations Committee on 
Monday takes up the Department 
of Health and Welfare’s spending 
plans for the budget year that 
begins July 1. 

The agency is asking for about 
$255 million in general tax rev- 
enue. 

Two days later, the budget- writ- 
ing committee will take up the 
biggest decision it faces every ses- 
sion — how much to approve in 
state support for public schools. 
Gov. Phil Batt has recommended 
$741 million in general tax rev- 
enue, or about 49 percent of. the 
state budget. 

Together, the two budgets will 
take up about $1 billion, or about 
two-thirds of the planned $1.5 bli-

The House last week approved 
two of the three anti-abortion bills 
it was considering. They were 
sent to the Senate on Friday and 
assigned to an uncertain fate in 
the State Affairs Committee. 

Senare President Pro Tem 
Jerry Twiggs has consistently pro- 
claimed that he sees no need for 
the divisive and potentially 
expensive legislation. 

State Affairs will be closely 
watched to see if Chairman John 


Hansen puts the anti-abortion 
bills on the agenda, and what hap- 
pens if he does. 

It also is unclear what will hap- 
pen to the third bill, which is 
stalled on the House’s amending 
order. 

Sponsor House Speaker 
Michael Simpson and the Idaho 
Christian Coalition are behind the 
measure that would add abortions 
on minors to the list of medical 
procedures requiring parental 
consent. But controversy arose 
over a provision that would forbid 
health planning centers from dis- 
pensing contraceptives to minors 
without a parent’s permission. 

Lawmakers were advised last 
week that the requirement could 
cost the state $1.1 million that 
now goes to family planning cen- 
ters used by 38,000 women last 
year, in eluding 7,000 minors. 


Millions for salmon protection still unspent 


PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — The 
Bonneville Power Administration 
has collected about $300 million 
from Northwest consumers to pro- 
tect salmon over the past two 
years but has yet to spend the 
money, a newspaper said. 

The Oregonian reported that 
internal BPA documents show the 
federal agency has concluded it 
did nott need all the money 
because heavy rainfall provided 
plenty of water for Osh. 

Critics have repeatedly accused 
Bonneville of overstating the 
amount of money needed to con- 
serve dwindling salmon runs in the 


Columbia and Snake rivets. 

Bonneville estimates that $575 
million has been spent for salmon 
since 1996. But government ana- 
lysts say the actual costs could be 
lower. 

The numbers provide one of the 
first detailed looks at one of the 
nation’s most expensive and con- 
troversial wildlife programs. 

Bonneville sells electricity gen- 
erated by federal dams in the 
Columbia basin. By law, the 
agency must pay for the bulk of 
fish and wildlife programs on the 
river. 

“The difference is between mak- 


ing the money available and com- 
mitting to spend all of it each 
year," said Bonneville spokes- 
woman Crystal Ball. “We have 
committed to making it available." 

Some federal officials and envi- 
ronmental groups worry that 
Bonneville is exaggerating the cost 
of fish to the Northwest. 

“Bonneville is continuing to por- 
tray the salmon program os costing 
more than it really does,” said 
Doug Marker, a senior policy ana- 
lyst with the Northwest Power 
Planning Council, which oversees 
salmon recovery efforts in Idaho, 
Oregon,- Washington and Montana.

ZION NATIONAL PARK, Utah 
(AP) — Two rock climbers were 
rescued after a Wyoming family 
driving through a rock tunnel 
heard one of them hollering for 
help. 

Leonard Wright of Salt Lake 
City was treated for cuts, bruises 
and a separated shoulder at Dixie 
Regional Medical Center after he 
fell 45 feet Friday while ttying to 
help his 22-year-old son, whose 
rappelling rope had become tan- 
gled. 

The son, Mike Wright of Salt 
Lake City, was not injured after 
dangling upside down from a 
rope. It was. his cries for help that 
n Wyoming man heard. 

Mark Spiers and his family 
from Mountain View, Wyo,, were 
driving through the tunnel that 
connects Zion National Park to 
Ml Carmel Junction when Spiers 
heard a man yelling “Help!"

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Procedure can stop trembling 
caused by neurological disorder 


SPOKANE (AP) — When June 
Shepherd drew spirals, they 
looked like squiggles of modem 
art. Her signature resembled 
hieroglyphics. She picked up a 
cup of water and it boiled. 

Shepherd has something called 
“essential tremor," a little-under- 
stood neurological disordcr-that 
often runs in families. It causes 
severe shaking in one or both 
sides of the body, but few other 
symptoms. About 1,600 people in 
Spokane County suffe/’lrom the 
disorder. 

"I went to a restaurant maybe a 
week ago," said Shepherd, 71. “I 
forgot. I picked up the syrup and I • 
had syrup everywhere. Oh man, it 




new brain operation at Sacred 
Heart Medical Center that often 
corrects the problem. She was the 
fifth patient in Spokane to receive 
an implant — a wire thinner than 
a strand of spaghetti, with four 
electrodes on its tip. 

The implant is placed into a 
walnut-sized region deep in the 
brain that coordinates signals that 
control movemenr. The implant 
■ emits a high-frequency signal that 
jams or blocks the faulty brain sig- 
nals causing the tremors. 

Tho surgery holds promise for 
people with Parkinson’s disease, 
and is one of several new neuro- 
logical procedures now being per- 
formed at Sacred Heart. 

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration approved the 
deep-brain implant in August, 
although it’s been used in Europe 
for several years. 

As soon as the device wns 
approved, Spokane neurologist 
David Greeley and neurosurgeon 
Jeff Hirschauer started looking 
for patients who could benefit — 
people with severe tremors that 
couldn’t be controlled with drugs. 

“A lot of these people can’t go 
out to cat in a restaurant," 
Hirschauer said. “They’re too 
embarrassed. A lot of them 
become recluses. Some people 
have tremors so severely they 
can’t eat at all Other people have 
to feed them." 

Shepherd first noticed the shak- 
ing in her left arm a couple of 
years ago. The shaking got worse. 
Shepherd makes and restores jew- 
elry, and she couldn’t hit the 
broad side of a bend with a needle 
because her hand shook so much. 

Her home, where she’s lived for 
65 years, is a shrine to beads, hold- 
ing stacks of boxes sorted by col- 
ors. Boxes that hnven’t been 
touched in years. 

As soon ns Shepherd learned 
about the surgery, she wanted it. 
The 520,000 cost is covered by 
Medicaid and Medicare. 

Shepherd was the first woman 
— and tho first left-hander — to 
have the surgery in Spokane. 


Legislators say

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Two 
Utah congressional representa- 
tives have recommitted them- 


selves to helping Salt Lake City 
secure more federal funding t 


prepare to host the 2002 Winter 
Games. 

Sen. Robert Bennett and Rep. 
Merrill Cook, both Republicans, 
were in Nagano, Japan, for the 
final days of the 1998 Winter 
Games. They spoke to a reporter 
for The Salt Lake Tribune while 
there. 

Utah residents can’t afford the 
costs alone for the transportation 
and security systems vital to 
assuring .the world sporting event 
goes smoothly, the two said. 

“It’s very important for 
Congress to understand that the 
Salt Lake City Olympics arc truly 
American Games,” Cook told the 


newspaper. 

“This is a major event for the 
entire world,” Bennett said. “You 
cannot handle the threat of inter- 
national terrorism with state 
resources alone ... Without feder- 
al participation, you simply don’t 
have a secure Games." 

Bennett, who was to return to 
Washington with Cook on 
Monday, said, “We’re seeing a 
sense of pride, excitement and 
ownership in the Salt Lake City 
Games that goes beyond state 
lines.” 

The senator said he planned to 
push especially hard for $10 mil- 
lion to 515 million needed to 
build a second access road to 
Snowbasin, the downhill skiing 
and Super-G venue cast Ogden. 

He pointed to Hakubn, the 
high-mountain venue about 37 
miles northwest of Nagano that 
saw crippling traffic jams along 
its lone, narrow access road.

The whole procedure is tedious 
at times, lasting up to 10 hours. 
It’s like tuning a piano. There’s a 
lot of fiddling to make sure the 
device is planted in the right spot 
inside the thalamus, a spot in the 
brain that is mapped by the MRL 

Hirschauer made an incision in 
Shepherd’s scalp, then drilled a 
hole into her skuIL Shepherd was 
awake and,' thanks to a local anes- 
thetic, didn’t feel a thing. 

Greeley asked her to draw a con- 
centric circle, the first of about 40. 
He asked her to say the alphabet 
and touch her finger to her nose. 

Hirschauer first pushed a stiff 
probe with an electrode on the tip 
toward the thalamus. When the 
probe got dose, Hirschauer start- 
ed running high-frequency signals 
into the electrode at every 
advance of a millimeter. 

Meanwhile, Greeley asked 
Shepherd to draw more cirdcs, 
hold out a cup and touch her nose 
again. 

Shepherd kept apologizing, 
because she fdt pain in her arm 


at times, and because her circles 
were still squiggles. At some 
points, her arms were dead 
weights, not capable of straighten- 
ing, let alone holding, a pen. 

“You’re doing things exactly 
right," Greeley told Shepherd. 
“Don’t wony." 

Hirschauer made three passes 
at the thalamus. Finally, on the 
last try. Shepherd's circles got 
smoother. And she didn’t have the 


pain. 

“Pretty rock steady,” said 
Gredey, watching Shepherd hold 
a plastic cup. 

. More adjustments were made, 
more frequendes tried. Finally, 
the real implant wns inserted, 
with its four electrodes. The signal 
can be varied, from one electrode 
to another! to ensure the patient 
has the best results. 

Shepherd held her arm out and 
signed her name. 

“She’s smooth," Greeley said. 
“And she’s tired out.” 

Then, Shepherd was given a 
general anesthetic while the pulse 
generator was surgically implant- 
ed beneath her collarbone. The 
guide wire connecting the pulse 
generator to the implant wns 
snaked beneath her skin. 

The pulse generator’s batteries 
usually have to be replaced only 
once every 10 years. The implant 
should last a lifetime.

Report China Airlines jet flying 
above standard altitude near runway 


Peace talks ‘fundamentally flawed,’ Sinn Fein says'r 


TAIPEI, Taiwan (AP) — A 
China Airlines jet that crashed 
last week near Taipei airport, 
killing 202 people, was flying well 
above the standard altitude when 
it approached the runway, a 
newspaper reported Sunday. 

Radar showed that when the 
Airbus A300-600R was about 
three miles from the airport, the 
jetliner was flying at 1,300 feet, 
much higher than the standard 
900-feet approach, the China 
Times Express said. 

The pilots attempted to 
descend quickly to correct the 
mistake, the paper said, quoting 
unidentified aviation sources. 

No official reason for the 
plane’s crash has been given, but 
investigators say the plane veered 
sharply to the left aS it came in to 


land. It then crashed into a semi- 
rural area beside the runway and 
exploded, killing all aboard and 
six people on the ground. 

Weeping relatives offered 
prayers to the dead at the first of 
a series of memorial services 
Sunday, while laboratories 
rushed to finish identifying the . 
victims.

PATNA, India (AP) — Despite 
heightened security, clashes 
between rival political groups left 
“ seven people dead Sunday during 
the second phase of India’s parlia- 
mentary elections. 

The elections are widely seen 
as a test of a Hindu nationalist 
party’s inroads into national gov- 
ernment. 

A communist supporter was 
fatally shot inside a polling booth' 
in the eastern state of Bihar soon 
aftfer voting began. Four people 
were killed in shootouts between 
rival gangs fighting for control of 
polling booths in other pnns of 
the state. 

A policeman was killed in 
Orissa state when leftist guerril- 
las of the People’s War Group 
attacked a vehicle taking security 
personnel to polling booths. In 
West Bengal, a communist sup- 
porter was killed in fighting with 
other political groups. 

Police had deployed heli- 


copters and sniffer dogs to detect 
explosives in Bihar to prevent the 
kind of election violence that 
killed 20 people in the first round 
of voting on Feb. 16. 

At least 10 othere were killed 
elsewhere during the first round 
of balloting for 222 seats in the 
545-member lower house of 
Parliament. 

Many of the 201 million regis- 
tered voters from another 183 
constituencies were expected to 
go to polls Sunday. More than 
1,550 candidates are running. 

The remaining balloting will bo 
staggered over four days. Vote- 
counting begins March 2 and a new 
Parliament is expected to be seat- 
ed by the middle of that month. 

No pony or coalition is likely to 
win the 273-seat majority in 
Parliament, according to several 
opinion polls. Bur the polls. show 
the Hindu nationalist Bhnratiyn 
Janata Party could win the most 
seats.

Influencing semen 

Certain jobs may impair men’s semen, 
according to a Canadian study. 
Researchers at the University of Calgary 
studied rix! semen of 845 men between 
20 and 69 year* old. Thirteen different 
aspects of semen quality were examined, 
including semen volume, sperm concen- 
tration, total sperm 1 count and the pen 
centage of defective sperm. The 
resea r c h ers analyzed the data a vari- 
ety of statistical methods. Farmers’ 
sperm concentration averaged 77 £ mil- 
lion sperm per milliliter , and the average 
for non-farm workers was 87.7 million. 
These averages are several times higher 
than 20 millian per milliliter, the level at 
whidi fertility is generally dwught to be 
affected However, the finding “supports 
the hypothesis that agricultural chemi- 
cals may affect male reproductive func- 
tion in this employment population.”

Payette River north of Boise, and

“It’s a difficult rescue situation 
because unless someone witness- 
es the accident, it's usually too 
late by the time help arrives,” 
Fisk said. 

“It's not a situation that we 
train for because it’s not a situa- 
" tion we encounter very often,” 

_ said Gary Craven, battalion chief 
with the Twin Falls Fire 
Department, “five been here 21 
1/2 years, and I’ve never seen it. 
But that doesn’t mean we won't 
have tlircc tomorrow.” 

And going off the road isn’t the 
only way drivers can drown. It 
only takes 6 inches of water to 
float a small vehicle enough for 
the driver to lose total control;

as little as two feet of water. 

That means you should take 


flash-flood warnings seriously. 

For the best way to survive 
going into the drink it to avoid it 
altogether, Fisk said. 

“The No. 1 thing would be the 
slow down when you’re driving 
on a highway along a fast-flowing 
stream,” he said. “And that’s 
especially true in the winter. You 
can be through the guardrail and 
• into the water in seconds.” 

If that happens to you, Fisk 
said, the only way you’ll survive 
is be calm enough to think how to 
react. 

“First, remove your scat belt," 
he said. “Try rolling down the 
driver’s wide window." 

That may work even if the car 
has electric windows, Mcncsis 
said. 

But if it doesn’t, wait until the 
vehicle sinks enough so that the 
pressure inside is equal to the 
pressure outside. “Then the dri- 
ver’s site door should open,” Fisk 
said. 

Should, he emphasized — but 
with some effort. 

“There’s a lot of water pushing 
against the outside of the vehi- 
cle,” he said. “So you have to 
push back pretty hard" 

Don’t stop to search for your 
purse or other personal effects, 
he said.

For that reason, don’t stay in 
the water any longer than neces- 
sary, and once out, make for the 
highway immcidatcly and flag 
down help.

DEAR PAULA: I read in a 
magazine that people aren't sup- 
posed to use skin-care and make- 
up products after a certain 
amount of time. For instance, the 
article suggested foundation is 
not good anymore after about 
one to one and a half years. Same 
for moisturizers and sunscreens. 
Is this true? 

— PERPLEXED 

DEAR PERPLEXED: There 
are no established time limits 
within the cosmetics industry f6r 
when a product is no longer good 
to use. 

Most, of the expiration issues 
you read about are educated 
guesses based on how fast, in the- 
ory, a cosmetic can become cont- 
aminated and how quickly the 
preservative system breaks 
down. 

Expiration dates on cosmetics 
will probably not be put into 
place because contamination 
can't really begin until you open 
the product and start using it. 

Once a product Is manufac- 
tured, bottled, and sealed, conta- 
mination is minimal to nonexis- 
tent, and most cosmetic ingredi- 
ents don’t deteriorate in formula- 
tion. 

That is less true for products 
loaded with natural ingredients, 
and they probably expire more 
quickly. 

But determining how long you 
should keep a product before 
throwing it out mostly depends 
on when you open the product 
and start using it, not when the 
product was manufactured. 

Because there are no guide- 
lines for when a cosmetic deteri- 
orates or becomes contaminated, 
consumers must decide for them- 
selves. 

As a rule, at least according to 
most ophthalmologists I’ve spo- 
ken with, recommended expira- 
tion rimes are six months for 
mascara or any other product 
that goes near the eye, and 1 to 1- 
1/2 years for products that go on 
the face. I would shorten those 
times by half if a product has a 
preponderance of natural ingre- 
dients. 

Of course, sunscreens arc 
another story altogether. 
Sunscreens arc over-the-counter 
drugs and should have expiration

dates just like aspirin and anti- . 
histamines. Sunscreens arc effec- 
tive for up to two years after 
manufacture, and the date 
should be stamped on the prod- 
uct or available from the compa- 
ny. 

DEAR READERS: I recently 
read a blurb in a fashion maga- 
zine that quoted a dermatologist 
as saying that it was a myth that 
pulling at the skin sags it. He 
stated that sun damage is the 
issue and pulling has nothing to 


do with the t . 

While I generally admire this 
dermatologist’s work, I was dis- 
mayed at his comment 

Has he never noticed what 
happens to a woman's earlobes 
when she wears heavy earrings? 
The weight of the earrings pull 
down on the cars, causing o great 
deal of sagging. Plastic surgeons 
often do earlobe tucks to correct 
this problem. 

It is not a myth that pulling at 
the skin, particularly the skin 
around the eyes, ages the skin. 
Over time, repeatedly wiping 
and pulling at the face has an 
effect similar to that of a weight 
pulling on the cor. 

I agree that sun is the primary 
cause of damage to the skin, but 
there are other factors that pjay 
a port and ore cosily avoided.

Study: Home workouts may 
build body better than gym 


.WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Workouts at home may do even 
more good than workouts at a 


Women who exercised at home 
lost more weight and got in bet- 
ter shape than did women who 
did similar exercise in a gym- . 
type setting, researchers found. 

“Sedentary obese women con 
effectively initiate and maintain a 
program of aerobic exercise in 
their home,” said the report in the 
American Psychological 
Association's Journal of 
Consulting and Clinical 

Psychology. 

The study could be good news 
for people who find it's too much 
time and trouble to make it to a 
health dub. 

“Our research showed that, in 
the long haul, folks who start 
exercising in home formats 
because of the convenience arc 
more likely to keep going with 
their exercise program, afkt keep 
up their weight loss, thnn folks 
who had to go to some artifidal 
facility,” researcher Samuel F. 
Scars said. 

The University of Florida 
researchers studied 49 obese, 
sedentary women averaging 
about 190 pounds and dose to 49 
years of age. 


All were instructed to walk an 
hour a day at a moderate pace, 
five days a week. They were 
given weight-loss counseling, diet 
plans and encouragement to 
keep exercising. 

Women who have trouble dri- 
ving down their weight may need 
hdp even a trainer can’t provide, 
such as diet counseling and psy- 
chological advice: 

“Having someone contact you, 
keeping you on pace and on 
crack, is very important in main- 
taining behavioral change," 
Sears said.

Blue Devils haunt UCLA, make run to be No. 1

DURHAM, N.C - It’s safe to assume 
UCLA has seen enough of the Atlantic 
Coast Conference for one season. 

No. 2 Duke made n strong bid to reclaim 
the nation’s top ranking with a 120-84 vic- 
tory over the'l2th-rnnked Bruins on 
Sunday as Trajan Langdon matched his 
career-high with 34 points to lead a domi- 
nating performance that saw the most 
points ever allowed by the Bruins. 

The loss wasn’t the Bruins’ worst of the 
season, however, as they fell 109-68 to 
North Carolina in the Great Alaska 
Shootout in November. 

“(Duke) played probably about as well 
as anybody we’ve played going back to the 
North Cnrolina game, so that kind of 
explains why they ore the No. 1 and No. 2 
teams in the nation,” UCLA coach Steve

La vin said. “It shows you what a great con- 
ference the ACC is. 

“I just told my team we’ve got to get 
better. Hopefully, an experience like this 
will make us better for (NCAA) tourna- 
ment play. I don't think well play in any 
more of a difficult environment the rest of 
our season.” 

Duke (25-2) or No. 3 Arizona, with the 
nation’s longest winning streak, will likely 
rise to the top of the poll following No. 1 
North Carolina's 86-72 home loss to N.C 
State on Saturday. It could be Duke’s third 
stint ns the top-ranked team this season. 

“We still haven't gotten a trophy for the 
last two times," Duke coach Mike 
Krzyzewsld said when asked about the 
possibility of another No. 1 ranking. 


“We’re still waiting for it. All you do at No. 
1 is eventually you get beau That’s of little 
consequence right now." 

UCLA (206) began playing basketball 
in 1919 and the most points allowed had 
been 116 to Stanford in double overtime 
in 1987. 

Duke wasted little time showing it may 
belong on top again - five games removed 
from losing the No. 1 ranking with a 24- 
point loss at North Carolina. The two ACC 
powers meet 'here for a rematch on 
Saturday. 

The Blue Devils scored 57 points on the 
stunned Bruins in the opening 20 minutes, 
shooting 56 percent, making 10 of 17 3- 
pointers and blocking seven shots to go up 
by 24 points at halftime. 

It was the 16th half this season Duke 
has scored 50 of more points. 

“Collectively, Duke was razor shape - 
defensively, offensively, on the boards, in 


transition, in their half-court," La vin- said. 
“They dearly showed why they will be the 
No. 1 team in the nation.” 

Roshown McLeod added 23 points for 
Duke, which ran its non-conference record 
in Cameron Indoor Stadium to 114-2 since 
1983.

Now, it ‘ 
is beginning to pay off big time. , ,

far is the US. ahead? 

“If you’re going on the medal i 
count,” Schultz said Sunday at the l 
USOC’s state of the games news • 
conference, “it’s a substantial- 
edge.” 

Schultz's count also includes the 1 
13 golds the US. women won dur- ! 
ing the 1996 Atlanta Games. Some 
of the swimming and track and 
field medals were expected, given' 1 
the substantial pool of USi girls 
competing at all age levels.

NEW YORK (AP) - While base- 
ball owners prevented salary 
arbitration raises from topping 
last year’s record, Milwaukee out- 
fielder Jeromy Bumitz shattered 
the niark for the largest increase, 
getting a 1,511 percent hike. 

■ Burnitz, who made $225,000 
last season, got a 16-fold increase 
to on average of $3,625,000 in his 
S14.5 million, four-year contract. 
Bumitz, 28, hit .281 last season 
and led the Brewers with 27 
homers and 85 RBIs. 

Pedro Martinez had the previ- 
ous record, a 12-fold hike from 
$315,000 in 1996 to $3.5 million in 
1997. After the second year, 


Montreal traded him to Boston 
and he signed a record $75 mil- 
lion, six-year contract 

Overall, salaries increase 150 
percent in arbitration, dqwn from 1 
the record rise of 154 percent last 
year. -The 81 players who filed in 
■January saw their salaries rise 
from an average of $774323 to an 
average of $1336,400, according 
to a study by The Associated 
Press. 

In the final cose decided, 
Florida catcher Charles Johnson 
won late Saturday and was 
awarded an 11-fold raise from 
$290,000 to $3.3 million. The

Kansas’ last home loss was 81-74 to Missouri 
on Feb. 20, 1994, the season before LaFrentz, 
Thomas and McGrath came to Lawrence.
